‘STRONG SUPPORT FOR DEWEY. 


Washington, D. C., May 22.—[Special.}]— 
After waiting with ill-concealed anxiety 
until nearly midnight the President left his 
office fully convinced that there would be no 
news from Sampson's fleet tonight. 

That Sampson has now with him an im- 
mensely superior force to that of the Span- 


with which the Navy department has suc- 
ceeded in enveloping the movement of the 
warships. As nearly as can be learned, 
Sampson ought to be off Cape Maysi by to- 
night or tomorrow morning. If the Span- 
lards have staid in Santiago they will be 
bottled up there before the sun sets tomor- 
row night, but it is believed quite possible 
that Admiral Cervera has had time enough 
now to refit his ships and has escaped either 
to Cienfuegos or to the vicinity of San Juan, 
in either of which ports he would find more 
coal and supplies and be enabled to carry 
on the game of hide and seek which has so 
puzzled the members of the absurd Board of 
Strategy. 

Admiral Sampson hes with him the strong- 
est fleet ever collected by this country. It 
inelndes the battleships Indiana, Iowa. Mas- 
sachusetts, Oregon, the second-class battle- 


ship Texas, sister to the Mane, and the 


fast to keep up with the Spaniards, but they 
would be able, in all probability, to man- 
tain a running fight long enough to receive 
the assistance of the big battleships. 

The present plan involves the sending of 
the seven armorclads to Windward Passage 
around to Santiago. Scouts have been post- 
ed a long distance in advance, and if they 
report that Cervera has turned westward 
Sampson will head at once for Cienfuegos, 
while in the more remote possibility of the 
Spaniards having gone toward the rising 
sun, the seven heavily armored’ ships will 
be at once directed towards San Juan. 

Spanish Ships Need Repairs. 
There is a belief in the Navy department 
that after their long voyage aero the ocean 
and their rapid dodging from Martinique to 
Curacoa and thence across the Caribbean 
Sea to Santiago, the Spanish will be abso- 
lutely obliged to remain there for some little 
time to overhaul their machinery and gen- 
erally put the fleet in shape. If this proves 
to be the case Admiral] Sampson will at once 
make some kind of an attack on the outer 
entrance of the harbor of refuge. As has 
been frequently explained, the Bay of San- 
tiago can be reached from the sea only by a 
narrow channel which can be easily defend- 
ed. Sampson will have no difficulty in 
knocking down the ancient Morro Castle at 
the southeastern point, but beyond that he 
will not be able to go. It the Spanish ships 
had staid at Santiago the very facts which 


easy for a small force of battleships to keep 
the Spaniards bottled up, for it would be im- 
possible for them to escape in fleet forma- 
tion, and before they could get clear of the 
land a couple of ships like the Oregon or 
Indiana could disable them one after the 
other. 

The present disposition of the American 
squadron, as nearly as it can be Jearned, is 
the concentration of the ‘armored ships in 
the Windward Passage, the patrol of the 
Yucatan Strait by the monitors Puritan, 
Amphitrite, Miantonomah, and Terror, che 
continuance of the blockade at Cienfuegos

a laughing stock in Congress, where frequent

It is variously estimated that the monitor 
will make the voyage to the Philippines in 
from thirty to fifty days, but well informed 
naval officers calculate six weeks, as the 
journey will probably be made at a faster 
speed after the Monterey is joined. by the 
Bennington. The latter vessel is a twin 
screw gunboat of 3,436 indicated horse-power 
and 1,710 tons displacement and has six six- 
inch guns in the main battery. The York- 
town is a sister ship of the Bennington, 
while the Philadelphia is a protected cruiser 
with twelve six-inch rifles in the main bat- 


ery. 

While it is the present intention of the 
government to send these vessels to rein- 
force Dewey, much depends upon further 
advices from Madrid concerning Spain's 
preparations for an expedition to Manila. 
With the ships now in the Asiatic squadron 
officials believe Dewey can easily duplicate 
his brilliant victory over Montejo, but with 
the Monterey, Bennington, Philadelphia, 
Yorktown, and Charleston, and General Mer- 
ritt’s forces the United States could not only 
hold the islands indefinitely, but wipe out 
| of existence all the soldiers and warships 
' Spain has at her command.
